Rum ors of discontent in the 
d e s e r t a r e a are stirring the 
county seat these days and as 
an antidote, re-alignm ent of su­ 
pervisorial districts to give the 
Fourth District, which includes 
Palm Springs and environs, a 
"better 
break.” are being dis­ 
cussed more and more. 
A c c o r d i n g to court house 
rumor, desert civic leaders are 
of the firm opinion that their 
interests 
are 
not 
being 
best 
served at Riverside and the talk 
is that they “ are toying w ith the 
idea of w ithdraw ing from River­ 
side county.” 
County seat leaders have ad­ 
vanced the proposal that county 
supervisorial 
districts 
be 
re­ 
aligned and advocate action a f­ 
ter the 1950 census. 
But, they fear, since It effects 


the offices of the supervisors in 
power, there m ay be m any de­ 
lays. 
The fourth district, which is 
more than twice as large as the 
other 
four combined, 
contains 
40 per cent of the county’s popu­

It was hailed by union leaders as a model 
for the settlement of labor disputes.

There is no ¡Veed for Strikes 


W ith all of the available m ethods for the 
interpretation of contracts, there is no 
need for a strike or even a th reat of a 
strike, but the leaders of these railroad 
unions have ignored the ordinary pro­ 
cedures established by law and insist upon 
imposing their own interpretations of their 
contracts by m eans of a strike. 
T he wheels have stopped rolling on the 
M issouri Pacific. They m ay stop rolling 
on other railroads a t any tim e. Recently 
the Wabash R ailroad was forced to dis­ 
continue operation for several days under 
sim ilar circumstances. 


What are These Strikes About? 


These strikes and strike th rea ts are not 
about wage rates or hours. T hey result 
from disputes over the m eaning of exist­ 
ing contracts. T hey cover claim s for a full 
day’s pay for less th an a day’s work, or for 
paym ents for services performed by other* 
who were fully paid for the w ork done. 


President Trmmtm’s Board 
Condemns Strike 


There is an established legal method for 
handling disputes involving existing writ­ 
ten contracts—just as there is such a 
method of settling any contract dispute 
which you m ay have in your daily life. 
The President of the U nited States ap­ 
pointed a Fact Finding Board to investi­ 
gate and adjust the Missouri Pacific dis­ 
pute. This Boerd reported, in part, as 
follows-
